All work requiring an expenditure of over one hun- 
dred (100) dollars shall be allotted by competitive 
bidding and all bids shall be sent to the County Treas- 
urer and opened by him. 

The system of books and bookkeeping recommended 
by the State Tax Commission shall be used by the 
Commissioners and all checks countersigned by the 
County Treasurer. 

No gasoline shall be sold at the farm to anyone and 
a careful receipt of use of same by each county truck, 
car, or tractor, be kept.

To THE CITIZENS OF STRAFFORD COUNTY: 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State 
of New Hampshire, the: Commissioners of Strafford 
County submit the annual report of Commissioners, 
the Superintendent of the County Farm, the County 
Treasurer, Clerk of Superior Court, Sheriff, Solicitor, 
Physicians, Chaplain and Auditors, for the year 
ending Dec. 31, 1931. 


Under the continued direction of Mr. Frank W. Up- 
ham as Superintendent, and Mrs. Marion L. Upham, 
as Matron, the farm has been operated in a most sat- 
isfactory manner. Their work has been so extraor- 
dinary as to draw words of praise from all who have 
visited the Strafford County Institutions during the 
past year. 


Dr. Dudley L. Stokes has given the same devotion 
in his work in administering to the sick and destitute, 
for which he has been noted during past years and 
deserves the highest praise in his willingness at all 
times and under all conditions to answer every emer- 
gency call with great promptness, and it will be 
noted that the death rate has been extremely low, 
especially among the many aged people at the institu- 
tion.

The Commissioners are very glad to announce that 
the inmates at the farm are now furnished sufficient 
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quantities of sugar to meet the needs for their time 
of life; this fact we know will meet with the approval 
of every tax payer in the county. 


Children 


The cost to the county for caring for children in 
the institutions throughout the state has advanced to 
$18.00 per month per child, while in some private 
homes a $15.00 rate is obtained. 

The tax payers will readily see that this depart- 
ment is reaching great proportions, but it is our duty 
to support these children when the bread winner is 
taken away. 


Old Age Assistance 


This act, which became operative on Sept. 1, 1931, 
will let us reach the people that we know as the silent 
poor. You never know how they are situated. They 
are the type that never clamor; they have endured 
their lot. They would never ask for aid. Yet they 
who have qualified for this assistance are just the type 
for which this law was made. 

No appropriation was made by the 1931 legislature 
for this relief, yet the commissioners are seeing to it 
that these people are aided as the law requires. 


Unemployment 


In many cities and towns we find the number of 
dependant families doubled over last year’s estimates. 
This fact indicates a decided increase in cases of un- 
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employment, and coupled with small pay in many 
cases, the bread-winner finds he is unable to manage 
and must call for help. 

The larger percentage of the direct relief burden 
must be met through municipal and county appropria- 
tions, and necessarily great care in investigating all 
cases is the watchword of the County Commissioners. 

The daily calls of traveling unfortunates for food 
at Farm are greatly increasing, this expense alone is — 
an added burden to the county but must be met. 


The Rev. Leon Morse has looked after the spiritual 
welfare of the inmates, administering to the sick and 
doing his best with heavenly words of comfort to all. 
His work has been very praiseworthy and deserves 
comment. 

A great many Public Officials and citizens availed 
themselves of the opportunity to visit our County In- 
stitutions during the past year much to the pleasure 
of the Commissioners. 

As an evidence of material progress made by the 
Commissioners since their taking office on April Ist, 
1931, we mention the following improvements and re- 
pairs, most of which were emergency and required 
immediate attention.

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Report of E. T. Huddleston, Supervising Architect 
of the University of New Hampshire, on the 
Condition of the County Court House

Dear Mr. Davis: 

Having made as careful an examination of the 
Court House as time would permit, I submit the fol- 
lowing as my opinion relative to the present condition 
of the building and offer certain recommendations for 
your consideration and which I feel should be carried 
out immediately. 


EXTERIOR WALLS. Starting at the northwest 
corner of the building and taking levels of the top side 
of the stone belt course at the first floor level, I find an 
apparent settlement along the front wall of two and 
one-eighth inches at the front entrance and one-half 
' Inch at the northeast corner of the building indicat- 
ing a maximum settlement directly under the front 
entrance porch or the front wall of the building. 
Starting at the northeast corner and extending to the 
southeast corner, I find that the southeast corner is 
lower by one and five-eighths inches and at exactly 
the same level as that portion of the front wall under 
the main entrance, which indicates that the maximum 
settlement in the walls of the building has taken place 
under the front entrance and at the southeast corner. 
This opinion is further confirmed by the fact that 
practically all the cracks in the plastered ceilings in 
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the east portion of the building run at right angles to 
a line drawn between the front entrance and the south- 
east corner. I also find that the wall at the southeast 
corner is out of plumb by three inches at readings 
taken of the first floor belt course and just under the 
overhang of the corner. The front wall is slightly 
out of plumb, especially at the northwest corner but 
it is my opinion that this is largely due to action of 
water getting into the brick work due to leaks in the 
roof flashing and the action of frost and the freezing 
of the brick work. This has had a tendency to push 
the wall out away from the building. This is quite 
noticeable at the northwest corner at the peak of the 
roof and it is my opinion that this portion of the wall 
is decidedly unsafe. 


INTERIOR WALLS. As plans of the building are 
not available it is impossible to determine exactly 
the condition of the interior walls, especially those in 
the basement which act as structural walls, but due 
to the condition of the floors and the ceilings, I would 
suspect that there has been a general shifting of some 
of these structural walls and their footings, probably 
due to their faulty design for the condition of the 
bearing soil which I understand is largely that of 
quicksand. The interior walls adjacent to both the 
front and side entrances appear to have settled, which 
would materially contribute to the condition we now 
find the floors and ceilings to be in, but in order to 
exactly determine the true condition of these walls it 
would be necessary to uncover certain floors where the 
structural members bear on to these walls and ex- 
cavate in the basement around the bearing walls to 
uncover the footings and determine the nature of the 
soil on which they bear. It is my opinion that the 
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footings of both the exterior and interior walls were 
not properly balanced to bear equally on the soil when 
originally designed and, in fact, I would say that the 
general condition of the building indicates not only 
faulty structural design but poor workmanship as 
well. 

An examination of the roof indicates that it is in 
an exceedingly poor condition, especially the metal 
work, and should be given immediate attention. Much 
of the damage to the exterior brick work, which is 
apparent in that many of the joints are washed out 
and some of the brick have been pushed outward, I 
believe is due to water leaking down through from the 
roof and working itself out through the brick joint. 
The mortar in many places has virtually been rotted 
out and in order to protect the brick work from fur- 
ther damage, it will not only be necessary to correct 
the fault found in the roofing but all of the brick work 
should be gone over and the joints pointed up. 


The question as to the safety of the building in its 
present condition is one very difficult to determine. 
With such information as is available, repairs could 
be made as I have indicated and the building made to 
serve its present purpose for several years to come. 
However, there is always the question of what has 
actually taken place in the structural walls of this 
building due to several contributing causes, namely, a 
variable and uncertain bearing soil and the constant 
vibration originating from the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road. There is no question in my mind but that some 
of the structural walls have moved, but to what extent 
and how serious this movement may be in determining 
the point at which this building should be condemned 
as unsafe is a question impossible to settle without 
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further investigation as heretofore indicated. The 
building might stand for years and then again further 
light shifting of some important structural wall might 
cause a shifting of loads on these walls and floors not 
designed to carry them with a final result of complete 
failure and a collapse of both floor and wall. 

I cannot render any definite decision regarding the 
present condition of this building without either the 
plans of the building as originally constructed or 
without being provided with the means of a further 
investigation as above indicated. I do, however, feel 
that there is sufficient evidence of failures in the struc- 
ture having taken place that would warrant such an 
investigation as I have indicated in the very near 
future and certainly before any general renovations 
on the building take place. It is my opinion that any 
money put into the building in its present condition, 
without first determining its structural weaknesses 
and correcting same, would be money wasted and 
there would always be the uncertainty of a possible 
calamity as a result of these structural weaknesses. 
It is my general opinion that the cost of renovation 
for this building to put it into a safe and first-class 
condition might well be questioned as there are cer- 
tain fundamental conditions affecting the site of this 
building that are practically impossible to correct and 
will always give cause for future trouble. To correct 
those faults would be uneconomical from every stand- 
point. | 

I trust this report will be of service to you in arriv- 
ing at a decision regarding your future course of 
action relative to this building.

Dear Sir: 

Recently the Board of Public Welfare made an in- 
spection of your Institution and of the Almshouse, 
Jail, etc., and wish to make a few recommendations. 

We notice that on the Women’s Wing, on the second 
floor, where there are many women, there is no fire 
escape, and in case of a fire, it would be quite difficult 
for them all to be saved. We would recommend that 
this be attended to right away. 

As far as cleanliness was concerned, we have no 
objections, but the general condition of the interior of 
the Almshouse is not good and it would seem, in con- 
sidering the condition, that if an appropriation could 
be obtained, sooner or later, to do a real job of reno- 
vating and repairing, it would be for the best interests 
of the County because the floors and timbers are get- 
ting in bad condition. 

We are not condemning any section of the building 
but are in hopes that the entire interior can be 
changed. This would not only be a great thing for 
the inmates, for the years to come, but would be an 
economic saving for the County, I am sure. Will you 
please give this serious consideration?

The nurses are kind and 
sympathetic to the inmates and do all they can for 
their mental and physical comfort. 

I want to thank you, gentlemen, also Mr. and 
Mrs. Upham, the nurses and all other attendants for 
their kind consideration and co-operation with me in 
my work. 

We have had no births. We have had sixteen 
deaths, with an average age at death of seventy-six 
years.

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Report of Chaplain 


Dover, N. H., January 9, 1932. 
To THE COMMISSIONERS OF STRAFFORD COUNTY: 


The Chaplain of the Strafford County Home and 
House of Correction submits his report for the third 
consecutive year ending December 31, 1931. 

The religious life of those who are living here has 
been cared for by the regular services conducted by 
the Chaplain, assisted by Christian workers, on the 
second Sunday of each month, unless there has been 
some other service to take the place of this one. Spe- 
cial musical selections have been provided at every 
service by some kind volunteer or group of volun- 
teers. Such services are acknowledged gratefully. 

In addition to these services, the St. Thomas 
Episcopal Church of Dover conducted a service at the 
Farm; the Dover Baptist Church, through their young 
people, gave a glad Thanksgiving for the inmates; 
the Christian Adventist Church, with the Minister, 
Rev. Harley W. Hewitt, held a service; other Protes- 
tant Ministers and religious workers have gone up in 
special cases of illness and need to give ministration. 
The Roman Catholic Church .conducted Confession 
and Communion in two special services, and also the 
Priests have responded as usual in cases of illness and 
special need. 

In addition, the W. C. T. U. of Rochester held a 
service at the County Farm, as it is the custom of the 
different unions in Strafford County to take turns 
holding a religious service at the Farm. The Men’s 
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Forum of the St. John’s Church conducted a special 
service. Also the Epworth League of the same Church 
held the usual Christmas service and served ice cream 
and cake for the members of the Home, as well as the 
inmates of the jail. 

Due to the thoughtfulness of the Superintendent 
and the Commissioners, 24 new hymnals have been 
secured for use in the chapel services. These were 
ereatly needed and are a distinct contribution to the 
services of worship. 

In closing, it is but fair to speak of the very splen- 
did co-operation of Superintendent and Mrs. Frank 
W. Upham. In some special cases that have needed a 
great deal of counsel and assistance, Mr. and Mrs. 
Upham have done far more than simply their duty, 
particularly in helping unfortunate children who have 
been at the Farm. Strafford County is indeed fortun- 
ate to have these fine leaders in this important 
position. 

The Chaplain also desires to make special ac- 
knowledgment of the kindly assistance and helpfulness 
of Mr. and Mrs. William S. Stevens, Mrs. Hattie Cou- 
ture, Samuel J. McMullen and Larry L. Howe. The 
Board of County Commissioners have been in every 
way thoughtful and sympathetic. 

The people who are at the Strafford County Farm 
are living in a genuine home. The citizens of the 
County should be grateful for all that is done to make 
easy the lives of those who are inmates at the Farm.

MamivyeNOs, 2696, 2697, 2698, 2699, 2700, 2701, 
represent libels brought for the forfeiture of mint 
vending or slot machines in Rochester; returnable at 
September Term, 1930. These machines were all de- 
clared forfeited, moneys taken therefrom and ma- 
chines destroyed. In all, about $100 was found in 
these machines. 

In No. 2699, State v. Mint Vending Machine and 
Alphonse Lacasse, a transfer was had to the Supreme 
Court to determine whether or not such machines were 
gambling per se, and in decision handed down at the 
March Term, they were so held, thus determining for 
the State of New Hampshire a disputed question as 
to whether this class of machines were gambling ma- 
chines or not. Following that order, the police and 
sheriffs throughout the County picked up and for- 
feited about sixteen of these gambling devices. 

There are now two libels pending, involving 
machines seized in Rochester since the February 
Term. 

There was also presented a libel for forfeiture of 
an automobile truck seized in the act of transporting 
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intoxicating liquor, on March 21, 1931, operated by 
one Richard C. Scadding. Adjustment thereof, by 
approval of Court, for $300 was had, and this amount 
paid to the County for release of the automobile. 


II. Municipal Courts and Comments. 


During the three months here reported, I have 
prosecuted eleven liquor cases, of which two were for 
manufacturing, three possession, five keeping for sale, 
and one transportation. Of these, four were from 
Rochester, four Somersworth, two Dover, and one 
Durham. Two were second offenses, and committed. 
Total fines imposed $875. I have also prosecuted one 
offense for driving while under the influence of liquor. 

In closing this final report, I wish to express ap- 
preciation to the citizens of the opportunity of having 
served Strafford County as Solicitor for six years, and 
to State, County and local officials, for the whole- 
hearted support and cooperation which I have re- 
ceived, and to wish for my successor similar coopera- 
tion. .

There were two other appeal cases which were 
not disposed of and will be in line for hearing at the 
February Term, 1932. 

Subsequent to the September session of the Grand 
Jury, a case of homicide occurred in the county, and 
rather than reconvene the Grand Jury at considerable 
expense to the county, respondent was arraigned in 
the Dover Municipal Court and bound over to the Feb- 
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ruary Term, 1932. Motion was immediately filed with 
the Court, asking that the respondent be committed to 
the State Hospital for observation and examination, 
which motion was granted and commitment made on 
October 15, 1931. 

In the case of State vs. Harry Shay, alias P. A. 
Shay, who was indicted at the September Term, 1929, 
on a charge of larceny, respondent was apprehended 
in the latter part of April in this year, and in default 
of bail confined at the County Jail until September 10, 
1931, on which date he was arraigned and entered a 
plea of guilty; sentenced to not less than one year and 
a day nor more than three years in State Prison; sus- 
pended with mittimus to issue on call of Solicitor. 

In the case of Sven A. Hanson, who was arraigned 
at the February Term, 1931, on a charge of embezzle- 
ment and entered a plea of nolo contendere and case 
continued for sentence,—because of failure to perform 
the conditions on which the continuance was based, 
Hanson was brought before the Court on June 13, 
1931; sentenced to one year at the County Jail; and 
committed. 


2. Municipal Courts and Comments. 


Since taking over the duties of Solicitor on April 
1, 1931, I have presented and prosecuted many cases 
of misdemeanors in the municipal courts of the county. 
The majority of these cases have been for violations 
of the prohibitory law, in all of which class of cases 
conviction in the lower court has been procured. 

There have been several instances brought to my 
attention of neglect by husbands and fathers to pro- 
vide for their wives and children, but these cases have 
been fewer in number than would be expected under 
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present economic conditions. In practically all of this 
class of cases satisfactory results have been obtained, 
in many instances through correspondence only with 
the offenders, but where necessary by presentation of 
the case to the Court. 

In closing I wish to make favorable comment up- 
on the efficient cooperation which I have received from 
the Sheriff’s department, all local police forces, and 
the officers of the Motor Vehicle and Law Enforcement 
Departments of the State.

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IN CONCLUSION 


The Commissioners feel that the taxpayers of 
Strafford County should know the following facts. 


Most expenditures for repairs at the farm for 
the year 1931 were emergency, the nature of which 
were considered dangerous, requiring immediate ac- 
tion and not permitting time for competitive bidding. 


The farm machinery in nearly every instance 
was totally unfit for service and had to be replaced. 


The water and fire systems at the farm, including 
pumps, have been put in first class condition, new 
stand pipes having been installed in the main building, 
thus considerably reducing the fire hazard. 


The great fire of Jan. 2, 1932, which threatened 
the destruction of the Court House, caused much 
alarm. The Commissioners have added $10,000 insur- 
ance to that building, which now makes a total of 
$35,500. 


The County Auditors have examined all books of 
the county and report same properly vouched, ete. In 
addition to the above, a special audit and investigation 
of Strafford County affairs for the years 1930—1931 
' have just been completed by auditors from the office of 
Clarence I. Drayton of Manchester, N. H. 


The present board of Commissioners are indeed 
proud of their work during the past ten months and 
they may be relied upon to carry on the county work 
with their usual carefulness and precision. 
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
